A bill is no* before Congress to secure 


(he payment of tbo indebtedness of the 
Union Pacific and Central Pacific Bailroada 
to the Government. 
This indebtedness 


was assumed by the Government when the 
roads were being built. 
The Government 


guaranteed the payment of bonds issued to 
the companies at maturity with interest pay- 
able annually, the Govornme&t being se- 
cured by a first mortgage on the roadbed, 
lauds and rolling stock of the companies. 
Subsequently, by Act of Congress, the tail- 
road companies were authorized to issue 
first mortgage bonds, equal in amount to 
those secured by the Government, the lat- 
ter taking a second mortgage as B!Curity. 
A po'tion of these bonds, those issued 
when the first sections of the road were 
completed, will become due in a year or 
two, and as the companies say Ihey cannot 
redeem the bouda at maturity, it devolves 
npon the Government to forolose Ike mort- 
gages, to do which it will necessarily have 
to redeem the first mortgages, or make new 
arrangements with the conapunias to secure 
the payment of their indebtedne-a, and 
this ia the object of the bill now before 
Congress. 


As the writer, who relies wholly npon 


memory, 
understands 
it, the Govern- 


ment guaranteed the payment of Central 
Pacific bonds to the amount of $16,000 
per mile of road built in the valleys; $32.- 
000 pur mile in the foothills, and $48,000 
per mile in the mountains. These bonds 
were issued for greenback", worth at the 
time from ona-tbird to one-half their face 
value in coin, and as security for their pay- 
ment the Governmen; holds a second mort- 
gage on th* oioperly of ih« company. A first 
m irtpage for a like .amount is held by pri- 
vate individuals, and this the Government 
must redeem to acquire possesMon of thu 
road, which would cost it twioe the amount 
of the present indebtedness, or about four 
times what the ro.id could now b» dupli- 
c ited for. As the public would not sanc- 
tion the puruh»ne of the road OQ such 
terms, Congress must make other and such 
terms aa tbo company will accept to seonro 
the payment of the debt, because if the 
termt are not acceptable to the company 
the road may be sold under the first mort- 
gage and the Government given the alter- 
native of purchasing it or losing the entire 
debt. A dispatch published in yesterday's 
JOETRNAL gives the terms which the Uuion 
and Central Pacific Comoamei are willing 
to accept. 
Tbe Union Pacific desires to 


have its debt refunded, in bonds betuiug 
interest at two and one-h»lf per cent, per 
annum and payable in one hundred years 
The Central Pacific, by reason oi Us pros- 
pects not being so good as those of the 
Union Paoifia, asks through its President 
that the interest on its bonds bs reduced to 
two per cent, per annum. 


It is to be hoped, for the interest of Ne- 


vada, that the question will be settled by 
the present Congress. Ai it now is. with a 
heavy debt neuritis maturity, the Central 
Pacific Company is not disposed to inonr 
much expense in the development of the 
resources of Nevada, but with that debt 
settled satisfactorily, self interest, if noth- 
ing more, would induce it to ^ndsavor tj 
insiil new life into the country thtough 
which it runs, and assist materially in de- 
veloping the 
mineral, agricultural und 


grazing resources of the State by encourag- 
ing those industries in every possible way

J. B. Bradley Think* There i» na Uansa 


for Alarm.—Adv'-e From tbe Inde- 
pendent. 


The Independent of Monday baa the fol- 


lowing on the Indian situation in Elko 
county: "There is considerableuneaaiuets 
among some of tbe citizens of Stir Valltj 
on account of the large gathering ot Indians 
a ear De«th. Yesterday evening Samuel 
MoMnllen telegraphed Sheriff Folk from 
D*eth, stating that there were about 200 
itrange Indian* among tbe assembled red 
skins, that these strangers were rather sus- 
picion! in their actions and ntkitg th* 
Sheriff te apply to tha Governor ior arms, 
[n the absence ot the Sheriff, Deputy 
Sheriff Taber telegraphed Qovernor Col- 


>: 'Tit, who replied that there were about 
forty stands of arms available which could 
be had ou requisit on, provided it was 
thought necessary. John R. Bradley, who 
came duwa from Deeth last evening, thinks 
there is no cause for alarm, and laughs at 
the idea of anyone expressing fear of an 
Indian outbreak. 


"Aa heretofore stated, we do not antici- 


! pate any danger, still it would be well to 
keep an eye on tbe movements of the In- 
dians, and means should at once be token 
to disperse the mob gathered at Deetb. 
Tiers is no good reason why theaa messen- 
gers from other tribes should be permitted 
(o gather together our peaceable Sboshones 
md put mischief in tbeir heads by cno- 
uiog harangues and extravagant promises. 
Again, merchant* throughout the State 
should positively refuse to sell ammunition 
or arms of any kind, or in any amount, to 
Indians, until tbe present trouble with the 
Dakota tribes is over. Iu tha meantime 
the people should take the necessary steps 
to protect their homes and families in case 
the Indians of Eastern Nevada should be 
cajoled into going on tbe war path. 'An 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound of 
oun ,' and the Indians should not be per- 
mitted to gather in large assemblies, as they 
are now doing ni-ar Dt>tth."
